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(57) Abstract: A stent is provided for external application to an artery in which an aneurysm has occurred or is about to occur 
to provide support thereto, the stent being of bespoke character by virtue of its creation to conform morphologically to the actual 
contour of the artery captured using for example MRI, CAD and RP.
